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ORDINANCE NO. 93- 16 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 90-12 TO PROVIDE THE 
INCLUSION OF PREMISES UTILIZED FOR 
PROSTITUTION-RELATED ACTIVITY AND YOUTH GANG 
ACTIVITY IN THE DEFINITION OF A PUBLIC 
NUISANCE AND AUTHORIZING THE NUISANCE 
ABATEMENT BOARD TO HEAR EVIDENCE OF PUBLIC 
NUISANCES AS SO DEFINED; AMENDING SECTION 2. 
DEFINITIONS; AMENDING SECTION 3. NUISANCE 
ABATEMENT BOARD; ORGANIZATION; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF 
ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; 
AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Nuisance Abatement Board was established by 
Ordinance 90-12 pursuant to Chapter 893, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Section 893.138, Florida Statutes, was amended to 
provide that premises aisea as a site for prostitution-related 
activities and/or a site used by youth and street gangs may be 
declared to be a public nuisance; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners desires to comply 
with the legislature's intent and believes that the inclusion of 
additional prohibited uses specified in the statutes as violations 
of the Nuisance Abatement Ordinance 90-12 would best serve Palm 
Beach County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 
SECTION 1. 

Ordinance No. 90-12 is hereby amended as follows: 

Section 2. DEFINITIONS 

A) Public nuisance. Any place or premises within Pi. 7 Beach 
County which has been used on more than two occasions with.:. a six 
(6) month period as the site of the unlawful sale or delivery of 
controlled substances as defined in Chapter 893 of the Florida 
Statutess , or as the site of a violation of Section 796.07, 
Florida Statutes, or any place or building used by a youth and 
street gang for the purpose of conducting a pattern of youth and 
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N street gang activity as defined in Chapter 874 of the Florida 


_ Statutes. 
B) Board. The Nuisance Abatement Board of Palm Beach 
County. 
C) County Attorney. The legal counselor of Palm Beach 
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County or such assistant county attorney as may from time to time 
be designated. 

D) Clerk. Person appointed by the local governing body of 
Palm Beach County to perform the clerical duties necessary to carry 
out the activities of the Nuisance Abatement Board. 

E) Operator. Tenant, lessee or person having control or 


possession of the premises. 


Section 3. NUISANCE ABATEMENT BOARD; ORGANIZATION 
A) There is hereby created and established a Nuisance 


| Abatement Board to hear evidence relating to the existence of dras- 


' xetated Public Nuisances on premises located in Palm Beach County, 


Florida. Said Board shall consist of five (5) members appointed by 
a majority vote of the County Commission, for two year terms, 
except as set forth herein at (B). Members of the Nuisance 
Abatement Board shall be persons who reside in Palm Beach County. 
The Chairman of the Board shall be an attorney, duly licensed by 
the State of Florida, with trial experience. 
SECTION 2. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, subsection, clause or provision of this 
Ordinance is held invalid, the remainder shall not be affected by 
such invalidity. 


SECTION 3. REPEAL OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT 





All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances in conflict herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 4. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES
